In  order  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  about  the 
stand  of  the  Church  in  matters  having  to  do  with  and 
supporting  constituted  authority,  the  First  Presidency  of  the 
Church  reaffirms  our  traditional  and  revealed  position 
epitomized  in  one  of  our  Articles  of  Faith,  namely,  “We  believe 
in  being  subject  to  kings,  presidents,  rulers,  and  magistrates,  in 
obeying,  honoring  and  sustaining  the  law.” 

We  make  no  statement  on  how  this  country  can  or  should  try 
to  disengage  itself  from  the  present  regrettable  war  in  Vietnam; 
that  is  a problem,  a very  difficult  problem,  which  must  be 
solved  by  our  governmental  officials  in  whom  we  have  complete 
confidence. 

We  believe  our  young  men  should  hold  themselves  in 
readiness  to  respond  to  the  call  of  their  government  to  serve  in 
the  armed  forces  when  called  upon,  and  again  we  repeat,  we 
believe  in  honoring,  sustaining,  and  upholding  the  law. 

We  quote  with  approval  and  re-emphasize  what  President 
Joseph  F.  Smith,  former  president  of  the  Church,  said: 

(From  “Gospel  Doctrine,”  by  President  Joseph  F.  Smith,  p. 
411.) 

TRUE  PATRIOTISM.  Patriotism  should  be  sought  for  and 
will  be  found  in  right  living,  not  in  high  sounding  phrases  or 
words.  True  patriotism  is  part  of  the  solemn  obligation  that 
belongs  both  to  the  nation  and  to  the  individual  and  to  the 
home.  Our  nation’s  reputation  should  be  guarded  as  sacredly  as 
our  family’s  good  name.  That  reputation  should  be  defended  by 
every  citizen,  and  our  children  should  be  taught  to  defend  their 
country’s  honor  under  all  circumstances.  A truly  patriotic  spirit 
in  the  individual  begets  a public  interest  and  sympathy  which 
should  be  commensurate  with  our  nation’s  greatness.  To  be  a 
true  citizen  of  a great  country  takes  nothing  from,  but  adds  to, 
individual  greatness.  While  a great  and  good  people  necessarily 
adds  greatness  and  goodness  to  national  life,  the  nation’s 
greatness  reacts  upon  its  citizens  and  adds  honor  to  them,  and 
insures  their  welfare  and  happiness.  Loyal  citizens  will  probably 
be  the  last  to  complain  of  the  faults  and  failures  of  our  national 
administrators.  They  would  rather  conceal  those  evils  which 
exist,  and  try  to  persuade  themselves  that  they  are  only 
temporary  and  may  and  will  in  time  be  corrected.  It  is 
nonetheless  a patriotic  duty  to  guard  our  nation  whenever  and 
wherever  we  can  against  those  changeable  and  revolutionary 
tendencies  which  are  destructive  of  a nation’s  weal  and 
permanence. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  NATIONAL  PATRIOTISM.  Our  national 
welfare  should  always  be  a theme  deeply  rooted  in  our  minds 
and  exemplified  in  our  individual  lives,  and  the  desire  for  our 
nation’s  good  should  be  stronger  than  political  party  adherence. 
The  nation’s  welfare  means  the  welfare  of  every  one  of  its 
citizens.  To  be  a worthy  and  prosperous  nation,  it  must  possess 
those  qualities  which  belong  to  individual  virtues.  The  attitude 
of  our  country  toward  other  nations  should  always  be  honest 
and  above  suspicion,  and  every  good  citizen  should  be  jealous  of 
our  nation’s  reputation  both  at  home  and  abroad.  National 
patriotism  is,  therefore,  something  more  than  mere  expression 
of  willingness  to  fight,  if  need  be.

Coach  Glen  Tuckett  and  his 
baseball  squad  almost  saw  the 
WAC  Northern  Division 
championship  slip  through  their 
hands  as  the  win-hungry  Wyoming 
Cowboys  took  the  first  two  games 
of  the  weekend  series  6-0,  7-2.  In 
the  third  game  the  Cougars  came 
back  strong  to  whip  the  Cowboys 
1 2-0  behind  the  strong  pitching  of 
Brad  Meyring  to  wrap  up  the 
crown. 

In  the  Friday  night  opener. 
Rich  Zinniger  was  going  after  his 
12th  straight  win  of  the  season. 
The  Cowboys  shelled  Zinniger  for 
six  runs  to  hand  him  his  first  loss. 

In  Saturday’s  opener,  Ken 
Crosby  started  for  the  Cougars, 
hoping  to  bring  home  the  win 
needed  to  wrap  up  the  Conference 
championship.  The  Cougars  and 
Cowboys  played  scoreless  baseball 
for  the  first  six  innings  of  the  nine 
inning  contest. 

In  the  Cougar  sixth  the  Cats 
managed  to  push  over  two  runs. 
The  Cowboys  came  to  bat  in  their 
half  of  the  inning  with  the 
conference  lead  before  their  eyes 
and  belted  Crosby  for  5 runs 
before  the  fire  was  put  out. 

The  Cougars  were  held  scoreless 
for  the  rest  of  the  game  but  the 
Cowboys  added  2 insurance  runs 
in  the  eighth  off  reliever  Dennis 
DuNann  to  ice  the  game. 


Brad  Meyring  got  the  call  from 
Tuckett  to  try  and  get  the 
Cougars  back  on  the  winning 
road.

Negative  Saving 

As  the  year  draws  to  an  end  we  observe  the  actions  of  our  new 
student  officers  as  they  take  over  and  prepare  for  the  1970.  It  is 
refreshing  to  note  the  enthusiasm  of  our  new  president  as  he  initiates 
his  campaign  promises  to  reduce  the  cost  of  student  government. 

One  can  not  but  stand  in  awe  of  the  responsibilities  he  has  had  placed 
upon  his  shoulders  in  the  past  couple  of  weeks.  During  this  time  he  has 
made  a decision  to  cut  the  student  officer  leadership  training  program 
from  one  week  to  a two  day  session.  The  saving  in  cost  has  been  around 
$2500. 

The  purpose  of  a leadership  program  is  to  develop  a comradeship 
among  the  participants,  to  create  a team  free  in  inhibitions  and  to  get 
to  know  one  another  on  a non-phony  personal  basis. 

The  conversion  of  the  other  members  of  the  Executive  Council  to  the 
divergent  views  of  our  new  president  may  take  more  than  the  scheduled 
two  days  of  formal  campus  meetings.

This,  explains 
Bradshaw,  creates  an  excited 
background  against  which  the 
other  players  perform  their 
composed  parts. 

Not  essentially  programmatic, 
the  work  does  feature  gun-shot 
figures  in  the  percussion  and 
sighing  glissandos  in  the  strings 
and  creates  a driving,  soaring 
sensation  in  the  beginning  with 
later  sections  filled  with 
lamentations.  All  of  this,  explains 
Bradshaw,  epitomizes  his  feelings 
about  Senator  Kennedy. 

One  of  Hindemith’s  most 
important  pieces,  a selection  from 
his  opera  “Mathis  Der  Maler,”  also 
will  be  performed  by  the  BYU 
Symphony  Thursday  evening.  The 
opera  itself,  which  describes  the 
life  of  the  famous  Renaissance 
painter,  was  banned  in  Nazi 
Germany  because  the  plot 
espouses  liberal  ideas. 

The  selection  to  be  performed 
by  the  BYU  Symphony  describes 
the  artist’s  famous  Isenheim  Alter 
in  three  movements,  each 
movement  depicting  one  of  the 
three  panels.  The  first  presents  the 
Nativity  with  a German  melody, 
“There  Sang  Three  Angels”  ki  the 
trombones.  The  second  depicts 
The  Entombment  with  a depth  of 
emotion  that  is  carried  into  the 
third  movement,  the  Temptation 
of  St.  Anthony. 

The  struggle  of  the  Saint  against 
tormenting  beasts  finally  ceases 
and  the  strings  carry  the  piece 
forward  in  an  affirmative  mood  to 
the  final  “Hallelujah.”

Summer  Youth  Survival  Set 


“Physically,  it  was  kind  of  hard. 
But  the  challenge  was  good  for 
me,  and  helped  me  realize  how 
much  strength  I have.” 


These  are  the  observations  of 
Laura  LikeHim,  a recent 
participant  in  BYU’s  “Youth 


Rehabilitation  through  Outdoor 
Survival.”  Begun  a year  and  a half 
ago  on  the  basis  of  theories 
submitted  by  Larry  Dean  Olsen, 
current  director,  this 
revolutionary  concept 
concentrates  on  developing'  the 
ultimate  education:  knowing 
oneself. 

Worth  five  hours  of  credit  in 
Youth  Leadership  480,  the 
six-week  training  in  outdoor 
survival  provides  an  opportunity 
for  collegians  in  all  fields  to  boost 
endurance  and  to  cultivate 
emotional,  ethical  and  spiritual 
growth  through  living  in  the 
wilderness.  The  stress  is  on  the 
i n dividual  — in  the  group 
environment. 

Instructor  Francis  Hinckley 
declares,  “No  word  is  ‘can’t’;  only 
‘won’t’,  as  far  as  what  a person 
will  do.”  Assistant  director  Zeke 
Sanchez  comments,  “Usually 
every  person  who  goes  has  one 
problem  or  another— under  stress, 
true  character  comes  out.” 

These  facts  come  to  light  during 
four  weeks  of  extended 


expedition  set  in  the  Escalante 
Wilderness  of  southern  Utah. 
There,  the  rudiments  of  survival 
are  learned  on  a first-hand  basis: 
how  to  obtain  food,  build  a 
shelter— in  general,  how  to  live  off 
of  the  land.  This  learning  session 
culminates  in  a three-day  solo,  in 
which  each  expedition  member  is 
left  completely  alone  for  three 
days. 

Of  this  experiment  in  living  Miss 
Hinckley  says,  “One  learns  he’s 
not  just  responsible  for  himself, 
but  for  all.  Each  realizes  he  must 
help  his  fellows  to  survive  himself. 
Then  this  group  concern  turns 
into  genuine  compassion,  not  just 
egotistic  survival.” 

An  initial  week  of  mental 
preparation  and  a final  seven  days 
of  evaluation  and  documentation 
complete  the  cycle. 

Youth  rehabilitation  as  an  idea 
is  not  new;  BYU’s  implementation 
of  it  is  novel,  however,  since  the 


emphasis  is  upon  spiritual 
awakening,  gleaned  from  the 
respect  for  nature  which 
endurance  brings. 

In  Sanchez’  words:  “We’re 
concerned  with  the  spiritual. 
From  this  comes  the  physical 
endurance  because  each  knows  he 
can  meet  the  challenge.” 

More  and  more  people  are 
desirous  of  meeting  that 
challenge,  “if  the  volume  of  mail 
is  any  measure,”  smiles  Sanchez. 
Course  offerings  for  the  summer 
will  be  June  17-July  18,  July 

21 - August  21,  and  September 

22- October  3 1 . 

In  addition,  a shortened  version 
of  the  survival  program,  entitled 
“All  the  Way  to  Adventure 
Expedition”,  will  be  offered  for 
participants  aged  12  and  over. 
Ten-day  trips  are  slated  June 
30-July  9,  and  July  9-July  18.
